—so quietly, indeed, that wheD, in the 
closing months of his life, he dedicated 
other millions, as yet unestim ated, to 
found a school for poor boys, it was gen­ 
erally supposed to be the freak of a rich 
and childless old man. It was only when 
all the facts came cut that people knew 
that the magnificent gift was the culm i­ 
nation of a life of charity, and had been 
the giver’s cherished dream for many 
years.—Philadelph id E aq it irer. 
There is something magnificent in tho 
benefactions of M r. Williamson. 
He 
may not have been wise in being p er­ 
nicious in his personal affairs, aud in noj 
establishing for 
himself a home that 
would have added so much more of 
comfort and personal influence [to his 
life. 
H e wbs by nature a coli man, and 
always hedged himself about with a se­ 
clusion th at no man or womau was ever 
able to break down. 
B ut while these 
personal traits were against him , he 
quietly gave alms after the true scrip­ 
tural 
spirit, and 
his 
left 
hand 
never 
knew 
what 
bis 
right 
hand 
was doing 
for 
chanty. 
As 
cold bs Mr. Williamson was in his inter­ 
course with men, he had a tender heart 
and a warm affection for the poor. He 
thought he could ill-tfiord to pay fifteen 
dollars 
for 
a 
suit 
of 
clothes 
for 
himself, 
but 
he could 
give 
with 
pleasure ten thous m d 
dollars 
for the relief of poor people. 
However 
much this wsy of doing things may be 
unlike the business ways of the world. 
there is nevertheless a deep touch of hu­ 
m anity about it that makes M r. William 
son one of the greatest philanthropists 
of his tim e. 
The U nited States ha3 had two gr«»at 
philanthropists—Iiaiah V. Williamson 
and George Peabody. 
M r. Peabody* 
however, daring the latter part of his life 
lived 
in 
London. 
His 
benefac 
lions 
reached 
abont 
six 
m il­ 
lions; 
but 
M r. 
W illiamson’s will 
go beyond th at, for he gives five millions 
to one institution—the W illiamson free 
school of mechanical trades. I t is re­ 
freshing to be called upon to make note 
of snob unselfish and illustrious deeds as 
Mr. Williamson performed. H e worked 
m ore for others than for him self. 
He 
showed a more philanthropic spirit . ith 
his fifteen millions than any other m il­ 
lionaire in the country.

Tourists M urdered in tho Y ellow stone 


Other C rim inal M atters. 


R ichm ond, Va., March l l . —C. G. Chris­ 
tian and J. Hall Moore, who had been at­ 
tending a meeting of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association in this city, were 
driving to their homes in Henry county 
Saturday night, and when about a mile 
from the city limits were attacked and se­ 
verely beaten by a party of White Caps. 
Tho*«4ifiller wore white gowns and white 
caps. 
They sprang from the bushes and 
seized the horse the young men were driv­ 
ing. 
The youths jumped out and grap­ 
pled with two of the White Caps and a 
desperate struggle took place. 
Moore and 
Christian were thrown to tho ground, pis­ 
tols were pointed at their heads, and after 
being tied they were severely beaten with 
sticks. 
The White Caps then left the two 
men still bound and fired pistols at tnern as 
they departed. 
Tho following notice re­ 
ceived by one of the victims gives the 
alleged objects of the desperadoes: 
“ Your 
conduct of late has been such that the laws 
of our organization compel us to take some 
steps toward correcting your morals. 
Our 
order is ono that extends from tho Atlantic 
to the Pacific, from Maine to Mexico. 
Our 
principal object is to thoroughly purify tho 
morals of the young men throughout the 
country, thereby benefiting and raising 
society to a higher standard. 
It is useless 
for us to make any charge as your own 
conscience is sufficient. 
It is onough to 
say that if you are caught out of your 
room after IO o’clock at night you will bo 
severely dealt with.”

SLAIN IN YELLOWSTONE PARK . 


Five R ich French Tourists M urdered— 
Their Guide Under Suspicion. 
Cheyenne, Wy. T., March l l . — It is re­ 
ported from Canyon City, on tho edge of 
Yellowstone park, that five French tourists 
traveling under tho guidance of “ Hank” 
Ferry have been murderered in tho interior 
of tho park. 
Ferry, it is said, escaped with 
his life and told tho story in the raining 
town. 
Ho hag since disappeared. 
The tourist’^ party consisted Cf M. Le- 
Claine and wife, J. Vincent and wife, and 
Paul Gerot, Mrs. Vincent’s uncle. 
They 
came from San Francisco, had plenty of 
money, and wore bound to see the park in 
winter, notwithstanding the rulqs. 
Ferry 
took them through in two wagons. 
In 
Rattlesnake canyon they were attacker at 
sunrise by a party of horsemen. 
Ferry 
was nearly brained with the butt end of a 
gun and was shot in the leg. 
When he 
recovered consciousness ne found his em­ 
ployers had been shot in their sleep. 
The 
women had been scalped and everything of 
value in the outfit taken. 
Ferry made his way to t^i§ mining town. 
He was half crazed with excitement and 
fever when he told his story. 
He thought 
the murderers were Indians. 
Tho tinners 
believed they must bate been outlaws and 
perhaps cattle thieves, and proposed to go 
after them. 
Then Ferry disappeared. 
At 
first it was thought thht ho had wandered 
off while temporarily insane, but his con­ 
tinued absence has led to a suspicion that 
he knows more about the mi 
has told. 
No attempt will be made to roach the 
scene of the murder for some weeks yet. 
The tourists’ mules, which were stampeded, 
may possibly prove a clew to the murder­ 
ers. 
The mules were branded, aud, finless 
the brands were altered, they will be 
found. 


T E R R IB LE DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


An Auburn Man KUI* HU W ife and 
Then T'Akfes HU Own Life. 
A uburn, N, Y ., March IL —A frightful 
double tragedy occurred just before noon 
Sunday at 3 Frances street. 
The occu­ 
pants of the house were Joseph Ressell and 
his wife and two children, aged 9 and 12 
years. 
It is supposed Ressell and his wife 
had an altercation in the kitchen about a 
young man who had recently boarded with 
them, when Ressell produced a revolver 
and shot her in the region of the heart. 
The woman ran out doors and started for 
a neighbor’s, but in scaling a fence she foil 
to the ground dead. 
Ressell was found on 
tho kitchen floor dead with a bullet in his 
heart. 
Tho children were up-stairs during 
the shooting and in their alarm escaped 
from a second-story window. 
Neither tho 
murdered woman nor the suicide was heard 
to utter a word after the shooting and no 
writing of any kind was left behind to ex­ 
plain the real cause of the tragedy.

sell was about 42 years old and his wife 33.

and valuables ip the party taken.

safe was locked and had in it abofit $3,000. 
It is thought the guilty parties live in the 
vicinity, and arrests will bo made on sus­ 
picion.

A quarrel ensued, dur­ 
ing which Munco picked up a bottle and 
struck Logan on the head, knockinghim 
down and cutting his head badly. Login’s 
condition is serious.

Sumary of the W ork qf an E xceedingly 
Lively Session. 
In d ia n a p o lis, Ind., March l l .—With 
Saturday night’s adjournment tho fifty- 
sixth session of tho Indiana General As­ 
sembly terminated. 
Tho Legislature met 
Monday and adjourned sine die, but no 
bills 
passed—a constitutional provision 
forbidding the sending of bills to tho Gov­ 
ernor within three days of the close of the 
session. 
The 
most important measure 
passed, perhaps, is one appointing five 
commissioners who are to act as assistants 
to the judges of the Supreme court. 
That 
court, as a result of the November election, 
now consists of four Republicans and one 
Democrat. 
The bill passed by tho Legisla­ 
ture, which was vetoed by the Governor 
and promptly passed over the veto, pro­ 
vides for five commissioners, and the Legis­ 
lature chose 
five 
Democrats 
to 
fill 
these 
places. 
Tho 
constitution 
pro- • 
* 
? 
vides 
that 
all commissions 
must be chasers always secure 
signed 
by the 
Governor and sealed I 
& 
with 
the

seal off}|tho State. 
The majority of the Legislature, foreseeing 
that the Governor might refuse to issue 
chese commissions, inserted in the law)cre- 
ating tho commission a clause providing 
that, in the absence of commissions, a cer­ 
tificate signed by the Speaker of the House 
and the secretary of the Senate should bo 
sufficient authority for tho Injurers to act 
as commissioners. 
The Governor refused 
to issue the commissions, whereupon the 
commissioners took out tho certificates pro­ 
vided by the act and reported to tho Chief 
Justice of the Supreme court for duty. 
Tho Chief Justice declined to accept the 
certificates as evidence that the commis­ 
sioners were duly authorized to act, and 
Gov. Hovey at once procured an injunc­ 
tion restraining the clerk of the Supremo 
court from issuing and the commissioners 
from receiving the books, papers, etc., 
necessary to tho prosecution of their work. 
One point on which the commissioners 
rely strongly is the provision of tho act 
which defines their duties as being minis­ 
terial. 
They are simply to prepare opin­ 
ions on cases submitted to them, but will 
have no voice in deciding whether opinions 
so prepared shall bo promulgated as tho 
decisions of tho Supreme Court. 
Thi.i case 
is now ponding before the Supremo Court 
and much importance is attached to tho 
final result for the reason that it will have 
a bearing on much of tho other legislation 
of tho session. 
Other bills take from tho Governor the 
appointing of the State health board, State 
geologist, 
coal mine inspectors, oil in­ 
spectors, etc. 
The trustees of benevolent 
and penal institutions have for many years 
been selected by tho legislative braucli of 
th6 government, but Gov. Hovey claims 
those appointments belong to the executive 
and a legal contest on this point will also 
follow. 
The mayor and city authorities of 
Indianapolis will make a legal fight in tho 
courts over the bill depriving tho council 
and aldermen of the control of city affairs. 
Among the notable laws enacted by the 
Assembly and approved by the Governor 
was an election law embodying the salient 
features of tho Australian system and a 
measure providing for tho purchase of 
school books in quantity from tho lowest 
and best bidder, these books to be supplied 
to pupils at cost. 


A Furnltnro Firm Goes Under. 
CniCAOo, March l l . —Wilson, Bayless & 
Co., ono of the best known firms on the 
West Side, have failed. The company dealt 
in furniture on the Installment plan, and 
for several years have been one of the lead­ 
ers in this line in that part of tho city. 
They have been falling short in their pay­ 
ments, however, it is said, but were en- 
bled to secure more time, as their securities 
seemed sufficient to meet all contingencies. 
One of their debts was tho shapo of a 
cognovit note for $15,450 held by the Atlas 
National bank of this city. 
Their repeated 
falure to meet this caused tho bank to go 
int<4 court Saturday to secure judgment. 
The writ was given to Deputy Sheriff 
Graves who closed the doors of tho house.

Matthew’s church, ami tho Rev. Fathor 
W alter of St. l ’atrick’s church will officiate. 
A t 9 o’cloek Monday evening members of 
Congress, citizens of Illinois now in Wash­ 
ington, and other friends of Mr. Townshend 
will meet to tako appropriate action rela­ 
tive to tho death of tho dead man and to 
accompany his remains to tho station. Tho 
bcxly leaves hero on tho 11:10 train on tho 
Baltimore & Ohio road and will bo taken to 
tho late homo of Mr. Townshend in Shaw­ 
neetown, ill., by tho mend ors of his family 
and thi> Congressional committee appointed 
for tho purpose. 
Tho funeral ami burial 
will tako place at Shawneetown Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
Mrs. Harrison sent a bou­ 
quet of beautiful cut flowers Sunday to 
Mrs. Townshend, accompanied by tho fol­ 
lowing note:

R. W. Townshend, or “ Dick” Town­ 
shend, as ho was familiarly called,was born 
in Prince George’s county, 
M aryland, 
April 30, 1840. 
Ho went to Washington 
city when IO years of ago, ami was there 
educated. 
Ho removed t > Illinois in J858, 
and taught school in Fayette county. 
Ho 
studied law with S. 8. Marshall at Mc- 
Leansborough and was admitted to tho bar 
in 18(53. 
Ile was clerk of tho Circuit court 
of Hamilton county from 1*G3 to 18(58, and 
was prosecuting attorney for tho Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit from ISAS to 1873. 
In 
1873 ho removed from McLeansborough to 
Shawneetown, where ho was un officer of 
tho Gallatin National bank. 
Mr. Townshend was a member of tho 
Democratic Stato central committee of 
Illinois in 18(54, ’Go, ’74, and ’75; was a 
delegate to tho National Democratic con­ 
vention at Baltimore in 1873; wa3 elected 
to thoXLVth, XjA’Ith, XLVII, X LV lIIth, 
X LIX th, and Ltli Congresses, and was last 
fall re-elected to the List. 
In tho HousoMr. Townshend was pertina­ 
cious and stuck to his purposes with a sub* 
borunoss rising to tho dignity of a proverb, 
yet no ono questioned his good faith or in­ 
tegrity of thought and action iq every es­ 
sential. 
Ho was a really debater and few 
of his colleagues cared to antagonize him 
whon ho was on tho alert. 
Ho was likewise 
a careful thinker and had special talent for 
compilation and condensation of facts and 
figures. 
To Mr. Townsliond’s well-directed 
and 
intelligent 
efforts 
tho newspap­ 
ers 
are 
largely 
Indebted 
for

possago of tho act of 1885 reducing postage 
on second-class m atter from 2 to I cent a 
pound. 
Ho Was a hard worker and ono of 
tho leading members of tho Houso. 


Harrison attended service at 
tho now 
Presbyterian Church of tho Covenant in the « 
morning. 
Their coming had not been an­ 
nounced, and many members of the congre­ 
gation were not aware of their presence 
until the service was ended. A pew had 
been reserved for the Harrisons near the 
center of the church on the middle aisle. 
The pastor, Rev. Dr. Hamlin, preached 
from the text “ He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.’’ 
In his opening prayer 
he invoked blessings on the new adminis­ 
tration and prayed that people might lie 
swifter to commend than to criticise tho 
chief magistrate. Gen. Harrison listened 
attentively to the sermon and joined the 
congregation in singing a hymn.

p erju ry , and becomes, in all tho intensity

a m iscreant. 
How m any 
widows an i orphans thoro aro with nothing 
between them and starvation but a sowing 
m achine, or held up out of tho vortex of 
destruction by tho thread of a noodle, rod 
w ith (heir own h eart’s blood, who a littlo 
whilo ago, 
had, 
by fathor and husband, 
loft them a competency. 
W hat is tho 
m atter? 
Tho adm inistrators or executors 
havo sacrificed it—running risks with it 
th a t they would not havo dan si to encoun­ 
te r in their own privnto affairs. How often 
it is th a t a m an will earn a livelihood -by 
tho sw eat of his brow and then die, 
and 
th in within a few m ouths all tho estate 
goes into tho stock gam bling rapids of 
W all street.

Miss Goodwin did 
not, at present, intend a boarding aohool, 
but would require a suitable building ic 
which to reside and hold her school. 
O . H . Fetters, Esq , remarked that he 
bad estimated the actual expense to Miss 
Goodwin with two teachers, including 
rent of building, fuel, etc ..to be in round 
numbers three thousand dollars. 
This 
amount did not include anything for 
Miss Goodwin or for the proper fur­ 
nishing suitable for such an institution. 
He stated that Miss Gocdwm’s school in 
Chicago was of the highest grade, and 
that she ought to be well remunerated, 
aud that there should be added to the 
three thousand dollars two thousand 
more, making a total of live thousand 
dollars. 
Miss Goodwin informed , the meeting 
that in Chicago she had received $125 a 
year for girls up to fifteen years of age, 
aud $15(1 a year for girls of fifteen yearfi 
and over. 
She had taught for fifteen 
years in Boston and three years in New 
York city; her pupils were all high grade 
scholars, and that she came to Chioago 
with tho idea of establishing a ei rn liar 
school in th At oity. She said th a t by 
reason of the removal of the parents of 
her pupils she was oblige to change ber 
location, but not necessarily to leave 
Chicago.

COININO NKW W ORDS. 


The H a b it Should N o t Bo Indulged lo 
Indiscriminately. 
Dr. Austin Phelps says that as a very 
saintly man 
bear to be seen carrying 
a flask of brandy in the street, so the repu­ 
te! ion of a very scholarly mam will bear 
occasional departures from good English. 
For instance, James Russell Lowell may 
coin such words as “cloudbergs, ” other­ 
worldliness” ani “Dr. Wattsiness, ” and 
Coleridge may coin “matter-of-factness.” 
An exceptional indulgence is allowed to 
these scholarly critics, though even they 
would scarcely expect to see such unli­ 
censed coining acknowledged by a stand­ 
ard dictionary. 
The most fertile bat certainly not the 
best qualified coiners of words are found 
among reporters, who are forced to writ# 
rapidly. 
They coin many words by often 
adding the termination “ize” to rabats#- 
tives, for example: “jeopardize.” * ‘munic­ 
ipalize,” 
“chartize,” 
“deputize,” and 
“burglarize. ” 
About one word in a hun­ 
dred of reporters’ coinage remains in cir­ 
culation: the rest are stamped as “counter­ 
feit” even by newspaper readers, and 
hardly pass a dozen mouths. 
Preachers are also addicted to coining 
new words. 
Their method is to join two 
good words by means of a hyphen. 
Every 
Sunday their hearers, who love monosylla­ 
bic words which are both forcible and cor­ 
rect, are irritated at hearing such hybrids 
as “heaven-descended,” “soul destroying,” 
“God-fearing” and “God-defying. ” 
R ot. Phelps aptly calls such words 
“long-winded, long-waisted, long-tongued, 
long-tailed, and long-eared compounds,” 
and says that very few of them are author­ 
ized English. 
All of them are a drawl in 
expression, and tend to form a mannerism 
which runs to such extremes as these two 
specimens of tape-worm English, quoted 
from novels by female authors: 
“Not-at- 
tempted-to-be concealed care” and “tbe­ 
sodden - at - the - moment-though-from-lin- 
gering - illness - often- previously-expected 
death.”
